A  few  of  us  might 
have  suffered  from  malnutrition  as  a  result  of  losing  our  apples  to  Mr.  Stephenson,  but  other- 
wise we  managed  fine.  Sixteen  lucky  members  of  the  class  were  chosen  as  waiters  and 
waitresses  for  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet.  Marshals  for  this  eventful  year  were  Ailine  Sullivan, 
Joyce  Norris,  and  Gail  Evans.  „ 


Our  Junior  Class  was,  in  the  opinion  of  most,  styled  to  perfection.  Prosperity  was  ours 
from  the  beginning  with  two  wonderful  sponsors,  Mrs.  West  and  Mr.  Henderson.  We  dined  and 
danced  to  the  theme  "Jamaica  Farewell"  at  our  Junior-Senior  Banquet,  created  by  our  own 
artistic  minds.  The  Junior  Class  was  again  in  the  limelight  as  it  presented  its  outstanding 
production,  "A  Connecticut  Yankee  in  the  King  Arthur's  Court",  long  to  be  remembered  for  its 
well-managed  practices.  Then  there's  always  the  U.S.  History  class  and  its  tour  to  Williams- 
burg. There  were  only  about  twenty  who  made  this  famous  voyage,  but  only  twenty  can  cause  a 
million  headaches.

We,  the  Seniors  of  '58  must  soon  leave  the  stage.  Our  role  has  been  small,  but  we  hope 
important.  May  we  be  thus  remembered  anyway.  To  the  lower  classmen  we  say,  "We  hope  it 
is  as  nice  for  you  as  it  has  been  for  us."  But  remember,  "All  good  things  must  come  to  an  end." 
The  end  is  near  for  us.  We  are  sad  but  happy.  Impossible  ?  No,  We  are  sad  we  must  depart, 
but  we  are  happy,  and  very,  very  proud,  to  have  taken  part  in  the  symphony  that  is  Selma  High
